ENDORSEMENT WAS GIVER 
WITH SOME RELUCTANCE 


As Many of the Delegates Favored 
Roosevelt for Another Term, 
Nebraskan Democrats Com- 
mend Bryan and Declare 
for Tariff Re- 
vision. 


Lincoln, Neb., September 24.—Secretary 

Taft was today endorsed for the presi- 
dency by the republican state conven- 
tion. 

In the report of the committee on res- 
olutions, Secretary Taft was endorsed as 
follows: 

“We recognize in the Hon. William Ff 
Taft, of Ohio, a man whose persona 
character and whose long public service 
mark him as preeminently the man un- 
der whose leadership these policies may 
be perpetuated and the republican party 
may again merit and receive the ap- 
proval of the national electorate.”’ 

There was some reluctance to the Taft 
endorsement, as many Nebraska repudli- 
cans strongly favored Roosevelt for an- 
other term. 

Five Parties in Convention. 

All the politigal parties represented or 
the primary ballot held their state con- 
ventions here today. Of the five parties, 
the republicans, democrats and populists 
gathered in considerable numbers. The 
prohibitionists held no convention, an‘1 
the socialists had one delegate, who cer- 
tified to a platform and organization with 
the secretary of state. 

The feature of the democratic conven- 
tion was the speech of Wm. J. Bryan. 

' The democratic platform opens with 
commendation of Wm. J. Bryan. It op- 
poses the centralization idea, and de- 
clares for the election of United States 
Senators by direct vote. Immediate re- 
vision of the tariff is urged and an in- 
eome tax favored; as-is-also the vigorous 
enforcement of the criminal law against 
“trusts” and “trust magnates.’ 

Pennsylwania for Knox. 

Harrisburg, Pa., Septenyber 24.—United 
States Senator Knox's candidacy for the 
nomination for president next year will 
be formally endorsed by the twentiet” 
annual convention of the Pennsylvania 
State League of Republican Clubs, in 
sesston here. Mr. Knox sent a letter to 
the convention from his Valley Forge 
farm explaining his absence. 

The platform of the convention will 
take a strong stand against those re- 
sponsible for the alleged fraud in the 
furnishing of the new state capitol and 
demand their speedy punishment. It will 
also endorse the Ohio ship canal project 
and the plan for the deepening of the 
channel of the Delaware river.

‘LONE CITIZEN JESSE LEE - 
TELLS WHY HE TALKED - 


TO COUNCIL COM MITTEE 


When Jesse B. Lee stood before the 
joint council comniittees Monday after- 
noon, representing neither the city 
politicians nor the public utility corpo- 
rations, but speaking in behalf of the 
Wage earners and the tax payers, and 
charged that recent agitations:had ben- 
efited only, the monied corporations and 
not the common people, his protest was 
such as to put him prominently in the 
public eye. : 

If he had been a wire-pulling politi- 
cian or an employee of one of the 
corporations his speech before the com- 
mittees would probably have caused 
very little comment; but he wag not a 
politician, and so far from affiliating 
with any of the corporations, he was 
actually not on good terms with the 
Street car company, the very corpora- 
tion which. he pleaded should not be 
subjected to regulation by the _ state 
railroad commission on the ground, as 


he charged, that the commission had} 


already done the wage-earning people 
injury. 

As one of the common people, as a 
taxpayer and a Hfelong citizen of ‘At- 
lanta, Mr. Lee spoke of the results of 
recent legislation by the railroad com- 
mission and the present administration 
in Georgia. He said that the state and 
county taxes had been raised; that 
monied companies and not the cone 
sumers had been benefited by the re- 
duction of railroad freight rates; that 
the railroads discharged men and re- 
duced the wages of others; that the 
prices of commodities were going up 
instead of down. . 

He pleaded with the committee as a 
“plain citizen’’ not to force the Atlanta 
Street car system to get In the same 
position as the steam railroads had 
been placed. He contende@ that such 
agitation was sure to cause the street 
car company to reduce expenses and 
that meant a worse service and less 
wages for the employees. 

Mr. Lee arose and said he wished to 
Say a few words as “a common every- 
day citizen.” 

Who Jesse Lee Is. 


Jesse B. Lee was born in Atlanta. He 
Was reared in Atlanta. He has never 
held a polttical office. 

Mr. Lee is superintendent for 5 eet 
Lee, one of the most prominent con- 
tractors in the city. He is, therefore, 
in close touch with the building in- 
terests, as he has to oversee a large 
number of houses which are built !n 
Atlanta and the suburbs. His business 
gives him ample opportunity to judge 
of the matters which he discussed be- 
fore the committees, 

He stated in his speech that he had 
been an ardent worker for and sup- 
porter of Hon. Hoke Smith in the gov- 
ernor’s race, as he believed that the 
fight promised against the railroads 
would bring cheaper rates and therefore 
cheaper commodities to the people who 
were consumers. . .. st 

The citizens of Atlanta had been in- 
vited to appear before the committees. 
which were meeting to consider an ordi- 
nance, the object of which was to gét 
the railroad cémmission to regulate the 
rates for gas and telephones. Mr. Lee 
was the only outsider present.

After demurring 
some, he took a drink out of a bottle 
they offered him, and the next thing he 
knew he was up in Cedar Bluff, Ala. 

Relieved of All His Money. 

He was befriended by a man there 
who headed him back to Rome. He 
found that he had been relieved of $130, 
which ne had on his person, and that 
his wife and children were missing. He 
has been in Rome since that time trying 
to find out where his wife and children 
were. ‘ 

It is supposed that when they got off 
the Southern +0. changé cars, here, not 
finding her husband, who had’ the tick- 
ets and all the money, Mrs. Floyd went 
to some boarding house in thé *ty to 
await the appearance of her husband. 

Wife Crazy When Found.

and then drew it tight and fastened it. 

The girl, Helen, was next Slain. This 
child was asleep in a crib in the parlor. 
Mrs. Mund wound a clothesline arounc 
the little one’s -neck twice, and after 
strangling the child she carried the body 
into the bedroom ‘and put it‘on the bec 
and covered it with a quilt. 

Freda. the baby, was her next victim. 
She was asleep in a baby carriage in the 
kitchen. Without taking the child: from 
the carriage, the mother tied a’ piece 
of clothesline about the baby’s neck once 
and fastened it in two knots. The ap- 
pearance of the body indicated that the 
Nttle one lived oniy a moment or two 
after-the fatal cord was tightened about 
its neck.

“in Sylvester. Address 


PROHIBITION HERE TO STAY 


- 


Governor Smith Makes. Speech at 
Sylvester by Invitation of Worth 
County Fair Association. 
Tells Farmers How to 
Market Cotton. 


Sylvester, Ga., September 24—(Spe- 
cial.)}—By invitation Governor Hoke 
Smith delivered an address today .at 
this place, the invitation being extend- 
ed by the officers of the Worth Coun- 
ty Fair Association. A large crowd 
Was present. Governod Smith's view 
Stated briefly is that the growers of 
cotton should hold the south’s great 
staple and market it through the year, 
and not place it on the market as 
soon as it is ginned. His idea is that 
the mills shduld be in the market to 
buy, rather than the farmer to sell. 

The governor spoke also of the pro- 
hibition law, saying in part: 

Law Here to Stay. 

“Whatever may have been the view 
of any individual in the past upon 
this subject, now that it has become 
a law, it must be faithfully enforced. 
I go further. While we may find that 
the bill as passed requires some mod- 
ification for the purpose of perfecting 
it, the general principle of preventing 
the sale of intoxicating liquors in this 
State will remain upon our statute 
‘books. I hope no effort will be made 


‘to secure legislators at the next elec- 


tion who are opposed to state prohi- 


tion. If it is made, I am sure it will 
be defeated.” ’, 


Railroad Legislation. 

In discussing the bill Passed by the 
legislature increasing the powers of 
the commission, Governor Smith said, 
among other things: 

“I do not believe a more important 
piece of legislation has ever been 
passed in this state. The effort is-now 
being made by some of the representa- 
tives of railroad companies to frighten 
the people on account of this legis- 
lation, to make them believe that

‘In discussing the marketing of the 
crop, Governor Smith said: 

“I would appeal to the cotton growers 
of Georgia to make themselves independ- 
ent, to be in a position to determine 
the price for which they will sell the 
product of their labor and to market the 
crop gradually and not altogether. 

“To reach this condition it ig necessary 
for them, as far as possible, to get out 
of debt. They must raise their own 
food supplies. They must be prepared 
to take care of their cotton after it is 
ginned. They must sell the cotton 
through the year, month by month. 

“It should be a source of universal re- 
joicing that the farmers of the state are 
better prepared than ever before to pro- 
tect their product. Let the banker, the 
merchant and every one who can ald in 
this great effort. 

“I wish to appeal to those not engaged 
dn raising cotton. I would have them 
realize their direct interest in the price 
which cotton brings. I would have the 
banker and the merchant join the cotton 
grower to help bring for lint cotton its 
full value. 

“The probabilities are that between this 
and next year cotton will sell at 15 cents 
per pound. Think of the enormous loss 
which will come to our state from tha‘ 
part of the crop which may pass out of 
the hands of the farmers at 3 cents less 
per pound. If the spirit of altruism does 
not lead us to aid in preventing the sac- 
rifice in the hands of the farmer of lint 
cotton at less than its value, then let 
the spirit of personal interest lead to co- 
operation between the classes of our peo- 
ple, for the wealth lost from a failure 
to obtain the full-value of this great sta- 
ple affects every man, woman and child 
in the state.” ;

LANGSTON ADMITTED TO BAIL. 


Justice Holds That Killing of Orr 
Was Voluntary Manslaughter. 
Macon, Ga., September 24.-——(Special.)—John 

Langston, the young man who shot and 

killed Elmer Orr last Thursday on the (Co- 

lumbus road 7 miles west of the city, was 
today admitted to bail in the sum of $500 be- 
fore Justice J. P. Burnett. 

Ed Smith and R. V. Nottingham, who made 
a close inspection of the scene of the killing 
after the shot was fired, were leading wit- 
nesses for the defense. Mrs. Bertha Molton, 
the woman who gave evidence before the 
coroner's jury, was also present and told the 
story of what she claimed to have seen over 
again. The theory of -the: prosecution was 
that Langston shot Orr while he was seated 
in his cart and had no time to defend him- 
self. The defense claimed that Orr drove 
out of his way to raise a difficulty with 
Langston, having been already angered be- 
cause a member of Langston’s family nad 
killed a dog belonging to him. The effort 
was to show that Orr had assaile@ Langston 
and in a scuffle over a single-barrel shot- 
gun’ which Langston had in his wagon the 
dead man sustained the fatal wound. 

Justice Burnett was not long in making up 
his mind regarding the case. He committed 
Langston on a charge of voluntary man- 
slaughter and fixed the hond. The prisoner 
will make it and prepare for a defense in the 
superior court.

The 
fact that the governor is a strong pro- 
hibitionist himself, and the additional 
fact that much pressure is being 
brought to bear, causes the prohibition- 
ists in Jefferson county to feel con- 
siderable elated and encouraged. 

6,650 Names on Petition. 

The prohibitionists so far have had 
everything their own way, the anti-pro- 
hibitionists fighting from ambush.

isn’t it about time that the people of Georgia and the many varied in- 
terests in the state were finding out just where they stand in respect to the 
proposed public policies which have formed the basis of popular agitation 
and popular demand? 

Equilibrium is a law of trade, of material development and progress, as 
it is of nature, and instability means suspense and retardation. There can 
be no progress without knowledge and assurance of the conditions to be met 
and dealt with. 

if Georgia is to continue to move forward as in the past, we must know, 
in the language of the stateman, where we are “at.” We must get down to 
bedrock and build upon it. There must be no uncertainty as to what the 
legislative and executive branches of the government are going to do. They 
must settle now, once and for all, one way or another, the important public 
questions which have been the storm centers of public and political agita- 
tion for the last two years, and the uncertainty regarding which has, in 
many quarters, brought about a state of suspended animation. 

Are we or are we not to have an income tax on corporations? 

Are we or are we not to have the port rates? 

Are we or are we not to have further reductions in freight rates, and 
other requirements upon public service corporations which have been sug- 
gested or promised, but about which there has been considerable unneces- 
sary delay in the performance? 

It is due the people of Georgia, it is due the railroads and other cor- 
porete interests of the state, it is due the outside world, which has trade 
and investment relations here, that these questions be answered—answered 
promptly, definitely and emphatically, that there may be no further doubt, no 
possible question as to what .the state is going and is not going to do. 

Certain of these questions can only be answered by the general assembly, 
but the importance of reaching definite conclusion with regard to them is 
becoming every day more and more apparent and pressing.

2,000,000-bale cotton crop and the largest 
corn crop ever raised in the state, to- 
gether with profitable business of the 
factories: His interview contained this 
statement: 


The farmers should have 
invest. 


But the size and value of the’ cotton 
and corn crop of 1907 is not the ques- 
tion at issue.. Only superficial thinkers 
may be diverted from the main question 
by discussion of crops. The main ques- 
tion is, How long will Georgia farmers 
find in raising corn and cotton the profit 
they deserve if the policies supposed to 
be promoted by the present political ad- 
ministration of Georgia are persisted in? 
An index to the answer is given by The 
Savannah Morning News, which, in an 
editorial summarizing the excellent agri- 
cultural outlook in the state, says: 


The only dark cloud on the horizon is the 
apprehension the railroads have respecting 
the purposes of the railroad commission. 
So great is this apprehension that they are 
not spending any more money on their prop- 
erties than they can possibly help. An un- 
derstanding ought to be reached as quickly 
as possible between the railro and the 
commission, so that the railroads would knew 
where they stand. 


That goes right to the heart of things, 
and its complement ie had in a state- 
ment by Mr. H. M. Atkinson, president 
of the Atlanta, Birmingham and Atlantic 
railroad, pleading during the session of 
the Georgia legislature against the Cand- 
ler bill enlarging the powers of the state 
railroad commission. He said: 


I assure you under a law such as this bil 
contemplates I could not have built the 
road. . . A measure like the Candler bill 
cannot control the issues of securities by 
the larger systems which have their char- 
ters from other states, but it will stop rail- 
road development in Georgia by Georgia 
companies. 
companies. 


That his words carried weight with 
some Georgia farmers ig indicated by 
resolutions unanimously adopted by the 
State Agricultural Society earnetly uTs- 
ing the authorities of the Atlanta, Bir- 
mingham and Atlantic railroad to recon- 
sider their announced purpose to discon- 
tinue the construction of a branch of the 
road in Georgia. The reason announced 
for the discontinuance of construction 
was unfriendly legislation on the part 
of the Georgia general assembly. Good 
times in Georgia will be upon a perma- 
nent basis when its politicians will not 
dare to appeal to ohe class of voters in 
furthering legislation that must affect 
disastrously all classes.

Ieditor Constitution: An article which ap-

It is a great pity that profes- 
sional ethics should stand in the way of this 
grand work being brought to public notice 
through the columns of our newspapers, and 
that the hundreds of our suffering brothers 
who are seeking health in the far west and 
in distant climes must wait to learn, by 
chance perhaps, that there is to be found 
right at our door as good as may be found 
after much wearisome travel and great ex- 
pense. From five years of sad experience I 
am thoroughly satisfied that the west, the 
north, nor the south can furnish a better 
climate for this trouble than we have in 
Habersham county. I am -glad to believe, 
judging from the numbers I saw at Dr. 
Bryant's institution as I passed on the train, 
that our people are gaining this knowledge 
so rapidly, but I hope you, through the col- 
umns of your paper, will do that which Dr. 
Bryant himself may not do, spread the in- 
formation broadcast over the country.

Wisconsin Monument at Ander- 
sonville Almost Completed, 


UNVEILING ON OCTOBER 17 


Wiseonsin Party, Headed by Gov- 
ernor Davidson, Will Reach Gate 
City on October 16—Will Spend 

Friday Inspecting Atlanta 
Battlefield. 


‘A special train made up of the finest 
Pulimans in service will reach Atlante 
Wednesday evening, October 16, en- 
route to Andersonville, that old military 
prison during the war between the 
states, coming direct from Madison, 
Wisconsin, bearing a party from the 
Bad; cr state, whose mission it is to 
dedicate a monument to the soldiers 
from that state who died within the 
confederate prison walls built upon the 
Georgia soil. ; 

The Wisconsin monument has long 
been in: course of construction. It is 
one of the handsomest of the many 
upon which future generations will 
gaze as pilgrimages are made to that 
ground upon which federal prisoners— 
too brave and tov loyal to take an oath 
of allegiance to the confederacy—died 
and in which their bodies were laid to 
rest. 

Other states of the union whose sons 
died in that prison have put up mark- 
ers and monuments to perpetuate the 
memory of its heroes. It remained for 
Wisconsin to build the handsomest 
monument to her dead heroes. The 
unveiling takes place October !7. 

The Badgers will be headed by Gov- 
ernor J. O. Davidson, of Wisconsin. 
With him will be-his staff and the state 
house officials. Every Grand Army 
post within the state will be repre- 
sented. Along with these will be mem- 
bers of the state legislature. Then 
there will be the Spanish-American 
war veterans and citizens whose kith 
and kin had a part in the great war 
between the states nearly a nalf cen- 
tury ago. 

From George Lougee, of the Kimball, 
a resident of Madison, Wisconsin, 
came a letter to Will V. Zimmer, local 
manager, advising him of the coming 
of the party. The information was in 
circular form, issued from ‘“headquar- 
ters Grand Army of the Republic, de- 
partment of Wisconsin.” It stated 
that the dedication of the ‘‘Wisconsin 
Andersonville monument at the old 
prison (‘pen’) at Andersonville, Georgia, 
will take place on October 17, 1907.” 
Then in the circular letter it is set out 
that “the occasion has been so planned 
that it will make it possible for all 
participants to visit the battlefields and 
points of interest from Nashville, 
through Chattanooga, Chickamauga, 
Missionary Ridge, Lookout Mountain, 
Dalton, Resaca, Altoona Pass to At- 
lanta.’’ 

The special train will leave Madison, 
Wis., on the afternoon of October 15, 
at 1:06 o’clock. 

Governor Davidson has been in ‘At- 
lanta before and has a number of 
friends in this city who will be ready 
to greet him and those who are with 
him. 

On his last visit, a year ago, he was 
the guest of Colonel Wm. Lawson 
Peel, at the Capital City club. 

Secretary Cooper, of the chamber of 
commerce, will within the next day or 
so lay the matter before that body, and 
President Pope will name a committee 
to greet the Badgers.

Colonel P W. Meldrim, of Savannah, brevet 
brigadier general and commanding officer of 
the First cavairy regiment, was yesterday 
placed on the retired list at his own request, 
having resigned the service on account of 
business engagements. 

Colonel Meldrim first entered the military 
service of the state in 1864, toward the end 
of the war as a corporal in the Home Guard 
at Savannah. He assisted in the organization 
of the Savannah Cadets in 1871 and was 
shortly afterwards transferred to the Georgia 
Hussars, troop A, of the First cavalry, in 
which he rose through the various grades to 
the rank of commanding becoming 
also brevet brigadier general.

The market 
steadied at the decline on covering of shorts 
and buying for a turn, accompanied by pri- 
vate wires from the south, reporting a stead- 
ier spot situation and a refusal of holders 
to follow the decline in futures. Prices work- 
ed up to a net advance of about 8 to Ill 
points on this movement, but the market 
eased off again in the late trading under 
realizing by early buyers and fresh selling 
attracttd by the advance. The weekly re- 
port of:the weather bureau was considered 
favorable in the main.
